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Abstract 


On global basis about 1660 species of whiteflies have been described so far. Though, an extensive review on the whitefly 
fauna are lacking from India but scattered literature available in many forms. As per record available up to 2015, 290 
species of whiteflies belonging to 57 genera have already been published from India. About more than 100 species have 
been added along with their distribution from India. The taxonomic studies of whiteflies is based on characters of fully 
developed 4^ pupal stages, due to the sessile nature of their puparium. Moreover, the whitefly specimens can easily be 
collected along with their puparirum from their host plants. Hence, in the paper, an effort has been done to update and to 
reinforce a check-list of whiteflies species till date along with their distribution, host plants and relevant reference. As per 
the updated check-list, the total number of whitefly species reported from India is about 406 under 60 genera, which is 


about 24.45 % of all the species distributed all over the world. 
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Introduction 


Whiteflies are tiny insects about 1.0-3.0 mm long. Often 
confused with their moth-like appearance, but they are 
hemipterus insects with piercing and sucking mouthparts, 
preferable for plant sap sucking. Whiteflies are similar to 
other insects like mealy bugs and scales, except the adult 
stage in which they have two pairs of floury wings that are 
usually white with a few veins. In some whiteflies species 
wing are dusty with some bands and spots covered with 
wax, so they are often confused with scale insects. The 
female adult flies lay eggs with stalk which is attached to 
the leaf surface either on the upper side or on the lower 
leaf surface. The first nymphal instars are very active and 
start crawling until it finds a suitable place to settle down 
and start feeding. In case of all the nymphal and puppal 


stages except the first, the legs and antennae are underuse 
or neglected so that these stages are immobile or sessile. 
The adult develops within the inactive or dormant 4° 
instar often refers as "puparium" which is the main state 
for taxonomic identification. Adults of whiteflies are 
alike so it is not possible to differentiate the species on 
the basis of adult characters. Whiteflies has worldwide 
distribution, according to Bink-Moenen, 1983 most ofthe 
species have been described from tropics. Some species of 
whitefly are recorded as economicaly important. Among 
various whiteflies species, some are considered as pests of 
forest, agriculture, and ornamental trees. Moreover, a few 
species of whiteflies from Indian origin are reported to 
have phenotypic plasticity and hence, there is an urgent 
need for further investigations in order to establish their 
species status. 
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Aleyrodids Species Diversity 


Whiteflies come under family Aleyrodidae which is 
further divided into two subfamilies Aleyrodinae and 
Aleuordicinae. The subfamily Aleyrodinae included five 
tribes viz., Neomaskellini, Aleurochitonini, Siphonini, 
Dialeurodini and Aleurodini proposed by Sampson 
(1943). Trialeurodini the 6" tribe was proposed by 
Russell (1947). Two more tribe Aleurocanthini and 
Aleurolobini proposed by Takahashi in 1954. Out of 
1156 species of whiteflies, recorded from allover the 
world, about 1096 were reported from India (Mound 
and Hasely, 1978). 'Thereafter, many species of whiteflies 
have been described from India and abroad as well, and 
a meagre representation seems to be existed. In 1990, 
David proposed 35 Indian genera within 12 tribes of 
which five (Aleuroplatini, Bemisini, Lipaleyrodinae, 
Tetraleurodinae, Zaphanerini) were new tribes. In 1991, 
Jesudasan and David reported 61 new species under 38 
genera increased Aleyrodid fauna upto 166 species. The 


last update of whiteflies includes 290 species under 57 
genra from India (Sundararaj, 2015). So many species 
have been described tilldate from India itself. In this 
paper we have consolidated the Aleyrodids fauna of India 
from the published records in the form of a list. 


Material and Methods 


This critical review on entire Indian whiteflies species 
is a consolidated compilation based on the present 
study, covering Aravalli Hill Ranges of Rajasthan as 
well the work done by various workers elsewhere in 
India. This updated review was prepared either by 
consultation of all scattered published literature and 
records or by discussion with experts, allocated in 
different Indian organisations. Detail information 
about the diversity and distribution of aleyrodids 
fauna from India included in this paper is available 
in the published literature by different authers (David 
and David, 2000; Dubey, 2016, 2017, 2018 etc).

Economic Importance of Whiteflies 


The order hemiptera contains several major pests, 
whose damage is caused due to sucking of host plant 
sap by tappig in the phloem and to excreting large 
amounts of transparent fluid, which is colonized by sooty 
mould fungi. These fungi cover the whole fruit and leaf 
surface by a thick black layer which is interfere with 
the process of photosynthesis. Whiteflies represent 
single hemipterous family Aleyrodidae. They are most 
important vectors for transmitting plant viruses, they 
considered to be important carriers specially for large 
number of species of the genus Begomovirus (about 
200 species). There are so many incidents which were 
caused by whiteflies worldwide and resulted in partial 
or complete failure of economically important plant 
crops. They also spread ipomoviruses (Potyviridae) and 
crinivirus (Closteroviridae) (Valverde et al., 2004). 


An outbreak of whitefly populations occurred 
during the summer and fall of 1981 induced a series 
of virus like disease, epidemics on many important 
crops in California and Arizona desert production 
areas (Duffus and Flock, 1982). sweetpotato whitefly 
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(new strain) invaded Southern California agricultural 
regions in 1991, causes about 95% fall in melons and 
a total loss of about $ 120 was estimated for summer 
and fall crops by foisting heavy damage on cruciferous 
crops, Problems related to this new strain have badly 
strike vegetable growers throughout California 
and other growing regions (Perring et al., 1993). 
The Gemini virus spreaded by whiteflies caused a 
loss of 68.5% in susceptible cotton varieties in the 
Punjab Province in 1991-92. In Pakistan a decline of 
2.25 million bales of cotton caused by whiteflies by 
transmitting the Gemini virus in 1995 (Anonymous, 
1998). Some fields were completely damaged and 
ploughed up (Ali et al., 1995). During 1996, in regions 
of Bhawalpur, cotton whitefly appeared as epidemic 
and resulted moderately or comletely failure of the 
crop (Aheer et al., 1999). “Whiteflies destroyed two- 
thirds of Punjab's cotton crop, resulted in 15 farmer 
suicides' (TOI, 2015). Farmers had suffered big losses 
in Haryana as well due to white-fly attack (TH, 2016). 
Aleurothrixus trachoides, a Neotropical solanum 
whitefly, is found to be invasive in India (Dubey & 
Sundararaj, 2015). It is infesting many economically 
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important plants of the family Solanaceae like brinjal 
and presently spreading quickly in South India 
(Sharma et al., 2018). Some economically impotant 
species of whiteflies which are reported from India are 
Arecanut whitefly, Babul whitefly, Betelvine whitefly, 
Cardamom whitefly, Citrus whitefly, Cotton whitefly, 
Greenhouse whitefly, Jasmine whitefly, Mulberry 
whitefly, Spiralling whitefly, Sugarcane whitefly and 
solanum whitefly. Despite all these severe incidents, 
whiteflies population is alarmingly increasing day by 
day. 


Discussion 


Being a tropical country there are not enough 
taxonomic studies have been done from India. Out 
of about 1660 species of world Aleyrodidae now only 
about 400 species occur in India under 60 genera, 
which is about 24.45%. This is relatively a moderate 
estimate from India instead of hot climatic conditions. 
The number of species from India could easily be 
increase if further exploration may be undertaken in 
such unexplored areas like Aravalli Hill Forest Ranges 
in Haryana, Rajasthan and Gujarat. As many more 
parts of Indian republic are lying still unexplored for 
want of whitefly species diversity. 


The present outbreak of Aleurolobus malattii 
and Aleurodicus rugioperculatus in areas of AHFR 
and also in north western parts of India on Cassia 
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fistula and Ficus Benjamin, Annona sp. respectively 
is typical examples of concern. Phenotypic plasticity 
in such a species of whiteflies suggests that species 
characteristics are not immutable, but are influenced 
by the environment and host plant preferences and 
can be highly variable. However, Aleyrodid literature 
is replete with cases of mistaken identity of a 
whitefly species (Sundararaj, 2015). One of the most 
spectacular of these relates to the cotton whitefly 
Bemisia tabaci, which has many synonyms because 
the structure of its puparium is highly variable and 
dependent upon the appearence of the host plant 
leaf. Such findings also suggest indepth study on 
whitefly taxonomy and the further exploration on 
study of whitefly species associated with different 
hosts and establishes whether the species are capable 
of exhibiting their stability towards new host plants. 
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
